Another piece of land has been purchased to enlarge 
our playground and to eliminate a dangerous water 
hole at the edge of our playground. This gives still 
more play area, and also has made possible a good 
parking area for the teachers and hot lunch worker’s 
car. 


We have had one change in the teaching staff this 
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year. Mrs. Harriett Gaffney has replaced Mrs. Pauline 
Goodhue as teacher of the lower grades. Mrs. Gretel 
Cole is the teacher in the upper grades, and is in her 
eleventh year as a teacher in the Newbury schools. 


Due to the cooperation of the Hopkinton School 
Board we did not have to cut down the time Miss 
Bailey was able to spend on our music program. The 
Hopkinton Board hired another music teacher to take 


care of the elementary schools. They would have pre- 
ferred to have Miss Bailey, but did not want to hurt 
the small towns. I hope that as our program expands 
our new music teacher can take on the extra load so 
Miss Bailey can continue her program in Newbury 
and the other small towns. 


Several meetings have been held in town on the 
cooperative school program, and members of the 
school board have attended many meetings of the 
study committee. The cooperative school sometimes 
known as consolidated or regional school, is a new 
movement in New Hampshire and progress will be 
slow. 


Newbury is in a unique position in that she is a 
small town with a small number of pupils and a 
relatively high valuation. The tax money comes large- 
ly from non-resident property owners, This means the 
other towns are happy to consolidate with Newbury. 


Newbury youngsters would gain from a consoli- 
dated High School in that a better program could be 
offered in a school with 300 to 400 pupils than can be 
offered in a 100 to 150 pupil High School. One must 
recognize the fact that some areas of the town are 
closer to New London and other areas are closer to 
Warner, and for years Newbury children have attend- 
ed Simonds High School so many Newbury people 
naturally have a strong sentimental attachment to 
Warner. 


Whether the consolidation will go through in New 
London will be decided soon. Whether Warner will 
be interested in a consolidated program in the near 
future is problematized. As soon as a few get started 
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in the state I think the next ones will come more 
rapidly. 


Warner has reorganized the building committee 
and will come into the March meeting with some 
sort of a program. If they do build it will be in such a 
way that the new structure can be converted to an 
elementary building should Warner go into a con- 
solidated High School with the surrounding towns 
at a later date. 


The school year has started off well and the two 
teachers are working together in school and on the 
playground, and we should have a pleasant and 
profitable year.
